Steve, | got this, but | believe it is meant for you!

Dear Editor, 
Southern California DX Newsletter: 


Here at the institute, we wait anxiously to devour your Newsletter 
every month. Naturally, we were quite excited to see the image of es- 
teemed DX-er W6VX. Often, we have asked ourselves: “What is the se- 
cret? What makes these operators stand out?” Even with the benefit of 
our finest antennae and large, commercial transmitters, we have been 
bested by the likes of Mr. Bongeorno W6VX. 


At last, we have found the answer in your excellent photograph. Note 
how the Alpha 87A amplifier 1s standing nobly on its side? This is not 
merely a space-saving ploy. Oh, no. We studied the photograph for a long 
period of time and finally hypothesized that this vertical polarization defi- 
nitely has everything to do with performance. Perhaps, Mr. Bongeorno 
decided to modulate his amplifier to a vertical position for cleaning pur- 
poses, and was suddenly called away. Upon his return, he was immedi- 
ately involved in a pile-up, which he conquered like never before. He has 
hidden his discovery ever since, but now; he has inadvertently allowed us 
to uncover his darkest secret. Note in the photo how he has forgotten to 
look over at the amplifier! 


To prove the hypothesis, we borrowed one of these amplifiers. We 
drove 350 miles to the Osteopathic Hospital of Greater Guelph, and we 
placed the unit in their state of the art MRI machine. After that, we trav- 
eled to Montreal to examine the unit under bombardment with a linear ac- 
celerator. We now believe we have the answer. We will attempt to put our 
conclusions in language easy for the layman to understand. 


Turned vertically, with the hypersil transformer down, the final valves 
are subject to relativistic effects. Indeed, time moves slightly slower in the 
final compartment, then in the transformer Hah! you say, a miniscule 
difference. Indeed, but you must remember that electrons are moving in 
the tubes at the speed of light — a very credible relativistic When the am- 
plifier is placed in the transmit mode, power is applied to the tubes and 
transmission begins a few nanoseconds before the push-to-talk or 
footswitch is activated. This slight advantage is more than enough to draw 
attention to the signal. 


There are also some other advantages we have discovered to this 90 
degree phase difference: The unit will turn on just before the “on-off” 
switch is depressed. This shortens the mandatory time delay and makes 
the transmitter ready faster. Also, the unit turns off slightly before you 
turn off the switch — saving wear and tear by arcing within the switch. 


To our delight, we have been applying this phenomenon to many dif- 
ferent devices. At Portello’s Pizza Palace, we discovered that by turning 
the pizza ovens on their sides, we have been able to deliver the pizzas, 
steaming hot, before they were placed in the ovens. 


Most amazingly — yet profound — By turning chicken coops on their 
sides, the eggs actually precede the chickens, thus solving an age-old di- 
lemma, and we owe it all to Mr. Bongeorno.

1A4A: Starting from Jan 2007 a new Amateur Radio Station license has been is- 
sued from the SMOM, The Sovereign Military Order of Malta. 
The license is hold from the S.M.O.M. and its managing is in charge to Giorgio 
IZ4AKS. The first activity of this station will be from 2 January 2007 to 8 January 2007, 
from the extraterritorial zone of the Magisterial Villa on the Aventine hill in Rome. The 
operators are IZ4AKS, IZ4DPV, I4UFH, IK4UPB and IWODJB (HV5PUL). Activity will 
cover from 2m to 160m, SSB/CW/RTTY mode. Three stations will be active at same 
time, DX areas, as Japan, South America and West coast, especially on lowest bands 
will be empathized. 
QSL MANAGER: IZ4DPV. 


The license has been granted into a fundraising program to support the worldwide 
relief activities of the Order of Malta. The Order follows its historic hospitaller mission 
providing help to the needy and the sick. Today the Order of Malta is a major global, 
professional organization in terms of the humanitarian aid, medical care and emer- 
gency medicine it provides, in its management of hospitals, specialized homes for de- 
pendent elderly people, socio-medical care centers, the collection and transporting of 
medicines and the training of workers and ambulance staff. The Order currently has 
medical and humanitarian programmers in more than 120 countries. 


1A4A (One Aid 4 Africa) first activity is finalized to collect founds to build a school 
for young girls, as part of a support plan for the rebirth of South Sudan, coordinated by 
the Order of Malta, together with the Italian govern.

FCC to Drop Morse Testing for All Amateur License Classes 


In an historic move, the FCC has acted to drop the Morse code 
Requirement for all Amateur Radio license classes. The Commission 
Today adopted a Report and Order (R&O) in WT docket 05-235. In a 
Break from typical practice; the FCC only issued a public notice at Or 


about the close of business and not the actual Report and Order. 


So some details -- including the effective date of the R&O -- remain Uncertain. The public notice is

Also today, the FCC also adopted an Order on Reconsideration, in WT Docket 04-140 -- the "omni- 
bus" proceeding -- agreeing to modify the Amateur Radio rules in response to an ARRL request to ac- 
commodate Automatically controlled narrowband digital stations on 80 meters in The wake of rule 
changes that became effective today at 12:01 AM Eastern Time. The Commission said it would carve out 
the 3585 to 3600 KHz frequency segment for such operations. Prior to the long awaited action on the 
Morse code issue, Amateur Radio applicants for General and higher class licenses had to pass a 5 WPM 
Morse code test to operate on HF. The Commission said today's R&O eliminates that requirement for 
General and Amateur Extra applicants. 


Typically, the effective date of an FCC Order is 30 days after it appears in the Federal Register. That 
would mean the Morse requirement and the revised 80-meter segment for automatically controlled digital 
stations would likely not go into effect until late January 2007.
